power. 
Probably the most im portant 
of these plants in the U nited States is 
at N iagara Falls, costing over #8,000,- 
OOO to install, w hich supplies electricity 
to m any large factories and supplies 
electric power for running the trolley 
lines of the city of Buffalo, 26 miles 
distant. 
The announcem ent is now m ade that 
by em ploying apparatus w hich he had 
invented, capable of generating elec­ 
trical pressures vastly in excess of any 
heretofore 
used, located 
at 
natural 
sources of power, the current eau be 
conducted to a term inal m aintained at 
an elevation w here the rarified atm os­ 
phere is capable of conducting freely 
th e particular current produced; then, 
at a distant point w here the euergy is 
to be used com m ercially, to m aintain a 
secoud term inal at about the same ele­ 
vation to attract and receive the cur­ 
rent and to convey it to earth through 
special m eans for transform ing aud util­ 
izing i t 
W ith the article an illustration is pre­ 
sented showing stream s of electricity J 
issuing from a single term inal, giviug , 
an estim ated electrical pressure of 2,500,- 
000 volts. 
The Electrical Review com­ 
m ents on Mr. Tesla’s novel aud start­ 
ling ideas as follows: 
"Tesla now 
proposes to transm it, 
w ithout the use of auy wires, through 
the natural m edia—the earth aud the 
a ir—great 
am ounts of power to dis­ 
tances of thousands of miles. 
This will 
appear a dream —a tale from the A ra­ 
bian Nights. 
"B u t the extraordinary discoveries 
Teslas has made during a num ber of 
years of incessant labor, w hich are au­ 
thoritatively described, make it evident 
that his work in this field has passed a 
stage of laboratory experim ent aud is 
ready for a practical test on an indus­ 
trial scale. 
The success of his efforts 
m eans that power from such sources as 
N iagara w ill become available in auy 
p art of the w orld regardless of dis­ 
tance.”

Tho “ factory inspection and child j 
labor’' law, w hich though in force but a 
little more tn au a year, has been of 
great benefit to em ployers aud employes ( 
alike, was passed by a Republican log to- j 
latnre, that of 1897. 
The Democrats 
tried to kill it by having the first sec­ 
tion stricken oat. 
R epresentative Sut­ 
ton, acting for the Dem ocratic m inority, : 
and in accordance w ith caucus action, 
moved that th a t be done. 
The motion 
w as defeated, the Democrats alm ost to 
a m an voting for it. 
They then tried 
by various am endm ents to render the 
law useless. In this they likewise failed. 
Factory Inspector McAbee says he is 
m uch gratified w ith the w orkings of the 
law. 
By it he states greater security is 
afforded to those w orking above second 
floors, because of the erection of fire 
escapes as required by tho law. 
Ad­ 
ditional protection has also been given 
by requiring elevators to be furnished 
w ith gates aud doors. 
The ventilation of factories aud shops 
has been im proved in m any oases, aud 
the dust so injurious to the health of 
wood and m etal w orkers has been re­ 
moved from m any v>f the rooms where 
they are employed. 
One instance is 
reported w here, a year ago, the room in 
w hich 25 men w orked was full of dust 
from em ery w heels; to-day, th at room, 
through the enforcem ent of the law is 
free from th a t prolific cause of con­ 
sum ption. 
It is also reported by the factory in­ 
spector th a t in one room of a wood­ 
w orking establishm ent iu w hich more 
than 20 men were employed, they ap­ 
peared as in d istin ct, shadowy forms 
w hen looked a t through the dust-pre­ 
vailing one year ago; but, now, that 
room Is clear and the atm osphere whole­ 
some. 
U nder the operatinos of the law oper­ 
atives are being educated in tho use of 
the num erous devices made for their 
protection, such as sawguards, guards 
for jointers, planers and shapers, cover­ 
ings for cogs and belts, aud there is al­ 
ready a m arked decrease in accidents. 
At the same tim e there has been a 
m arked im provem ent in sanitary con­ 
ditions, especially where women are 
employed. 
Oases have been 
found 
w here proprietors, who pride them ­ 
selves on the com pleteness of their ar­ 
rangem ents for the protection of their 
people, have entirely 
overlooked the 
necessities of their women employes. 
In this respect the change for the bet­ 
ter has been very great, and Inspector 
McAbee is of the opinion that the im ­ 
provement ought to be extended so th at 
seats shall be provided for girls and 
women in stores or shops, to relieve 
them from constant standing, when 
not actively engaged at their w ork. 
The law is also a valuable aid in pre’ 
venting illitiracy, since it prevents the 
em ploym ent of children in factories 
during thqsg years when they should 
be iu school. 
The law also affords a relief to the 
w orking class by providing them a 
m enus for the redress of their griev­ 
ances, aud a plage where their com­ 
plaints eau be heard w ithout prejudice 
o rth o d ager of losing their employ- 
m eat. 
iu such cases it is not difficult 
for the inspector to afford needed relief 
for sach cases as are found worthy. 
Proprietors are benefitted in m any 
ways by the enforcem ent of the law. It 
increases the value of their plants by 
causing them to be better equipped. So 
pinch do they appreciate this that they 
frequently go beyond the orders of the 
inspector ill ©ttctoslng aud m aking safe 
their m achinery. 
The ii*#’ saves them 
fyoin loss by accidents aud dam age 
suits. 
Proprietors learn from it that 
tile cheapest insurance they can carry 
is the w aking of everything safe by 
using proper safety appliances. 
The 
inspector is glad to bo able to say that 
no suggestion bas yet been made by 
him to proprietors in regard to the pro­ 
tection of their m achinery th at has not 
been gladly received aud complied with. 
Jt eau be seen from this brief state­ 
m ent th at this law, although in force 
but little more th an a year, is one of the 
most useful iu our statutes. 
Some of 
its provisions need to bo changed or 
am ended and others need to be add.'d, 
which will m aterially increase its bene­ 
fits to the public, aud this will doubt­ 
less bo done by
